Boyne City selected 
for Redevelopment 
Ready Communities 
Program

At the Tuesday, March 
12th Boyne City Commission 
meeting, Planning Director, 
Scott McPherson, made a 
presentation regarding the 
Redevelopment Ready Com- 
munities (RRC) program. In 
January, the City Commis- 
sion had authorized staff to 
submit an application to the 
program, and on March 7th 
notification was received 
that Boyne City was one of 
eight cities that had been ac- 
cepted into the program 
from 36 applicants. RRC cer- 
tification is an MEDC pro- 
gram that offers an in-depth 
evaluation process resulting 
in recommended strategies 
to make communities more 
appealing to potential devel- 
opment. 

The next step is the sched- 
uling of an RRC presenta- 
tion, and the Commission 
voted to set a May 28th date 
for the presentation with an 
alternate date of May 20th. 

A pubic hearing was held 
to hear comments regarding 
the Marina “Slow/No Wake” 
Watercraft Ordinance. 
Boyne City Harbormaster 
Barb Brooks recommended 
that the Commission adopt a 
Local Watercraft Resolution 
to increase the enforcement 
of a Slow/No Wake zone 
from 100 feet from the end of 
any dock or pier to 200 feet 
from any dock or pier in the 
harbor marina area. The 
Commission approved the 
recommendation, with Com- 
missioner Derek Gaylord 
dissenting, and the resolu- 
tion will be passed on to the 
State for another public 
hearing and consideration 
for adoption into law. 

Boyne City Harbormaster 
Barb Brooks presented a rec- 
ommendation for the selec- 
tion of Sagasser & 
Associate’s proposal to take 
sediment samples in the har- 
bor. The recommendation 
was made based on the seven 
proposals that were sent out 
and four that were received

Agriculture here in Michigan is 
the second largest industry, gener- 
ating over $71.3 billion a year and 
employing more than 1 million peo- 
ple.

The 2007 Michigan 
census showed that nearly 80 per- 
cent of farms in our state were less 
than 180 acres, and only 3.5 percent 
were over 1,000 acres. The report 
also shows a whopping 40 percent 
growth in the number of female 
farm operators, and that organic 
production accounted for approxi- 
mately $32 million dollars in sales.

During National Ag Week, keep a few of 
these “fascinating facts” at hand to en- 
lighten friends, family and co-workers 
about the important role agriculture plays 
in our lives. 


- Here in tax season, itis interesting to 
note that it takes approximately 40 days 
for most Americans to earn enough 
money to pay for their food supply for the 
entire year. In contrast, it takes about 129 
days for the average American to earn 
enough money to pay federal, state and 
local taxes for the year. 


- More than 96 billion pounds of edible 
“surplus” food is thrown away in the U.S. 
each year. It is estimated that almost 
27% of our food supply is wasted. 


- Apples are a member of the rose family. 


- Fresh apples float because 25 percent 
of their volume is air. 


- There are more than 7,000 varieties of 
apples grown in the world. 


- There are about 600 kernels on each 
ear of corn. 


- Farmers can grow corn on every conti- 
nent except Antarctica.

- While the first breakfast cereal was 
made by adding sugar and milk to 
popped popcorn, a shortage of baking 
flours after World War Il forced bread 
makers to substitute up to 25% of wheat 
flour with ground popped popcorn. Over 
the years, popcorn also has been used 
as an ingredient in pudding, candy, soup, 
salad and entrees. 


- Popcorn’s nutritional value comes from 
the fact that, like other cereal grains, its 
primary function is to provide the body 
with heat and energy. 


- The same chemicals that give tart cher- 
ries their color may relieve pain better 
than aspirin and ibuprofen in humans. 
Eating about 20 tart cherries a day could 
reduce inflammatory pain and headache 
pain. 


- There are about 7,000 cherries on an 
average tart cherry tree (the number 
varies depending on the age of the tree, 
weather and growing conditions). It takes 
about 250 cherries to make a cherry pie, 
so each tree could produce enough cher- 
ries for 28 pies! 


- In Michigan, there are almost 4 million 
cherry trees that annually produce 150 to 
200 pounds of tart cherries each. 


-The eggshell may have as many as 
17,000 tiny pores over its surface. 


Through them, the egg can absorb fla- 
vors and odors. Storing them in their car- 
tons helps keep them fresh! 


- Eggs age more in one day at room tem- 
perature than in one week in the refriger- 
ator. 


- It takes 24 to 26 hours for a hen to pro- 
duce an egg; there is 30 minutes be- 
tween each egg-producing cycle. 


- In a year’s time a dairy cow produces 
1,500 gallons or 6,000 quarts of milk. A 
Jersey cow will give as much as 3 to 4 
gallons or around 16 quarts of milk each 
day. 


-The average U.S. dairy cow produces 
22.5 quarts of milk each day. That's about 
16,000 glasses of milk per year — enough 
for about 40 people. One cow can give 
200,000 glasses of milk in a lifetime. 


- It takes approximately 1.4 gallons of 
milk to make 1 gallon of ice cream. 


- A dairy cow consumes 35 gallons of 
water, 20 pounds of grain and concen- 
trated feed and 35 pounds of hay or 
silage (a mixture of corn and grass) in 
just one day.

The 2013 “A Higher Call” Men’s Con- 
ference returns March 16th, to the 
Gaylord Evangelical Free Church in 
Gaylord. The theme of this year’s con- 
ference is Bulletproof and features an 
outstanding lineup of speakers includ- 
ing an Army Ranger featured ina 
blockbuster movie, a Navy Seal, anda 
2 time collegiate national hockey 
champion. 

Jeff Struecker was a decorated 
member of the U.S. Army’s most elite 
fighting corps and was prominently 
featured in the national bestseller 
“Black Hawk Down”, later made into a 
major motion picture.

Over the next 30 years the num- 
ber of blind or visually impaired 
Americans will double because of 
aging baby boomers, according to 
the National Eye Institute. Age- 
related diseases don’t have to lead 
to vision loss or blindness. Regu- 
lar comprehensive eye exams pro- 
vide doctors of optometry and 
ophthalmology with indications 
of diseases that affect the entire 
body like diabetes and hyperten- 
sion. Preventive exams are also 
important in detecting glaucoma 
early. Early detection means you 
have a much better chance of pre- 
serving your vision. 

Age related macular degenera- 
tion (AMD) is the leading cause of 
blindness in the United States 
and is caused by the deteriora- 
tion of certain cells in the mac- 
ula, the portion of the retina that 
is responsible for clear, sharp vi- 
sion. Symptoms of AMD include 
a gradual loss of ability to see ob- 
jects clearly, distorted vision, loss 
of color vision, and a dark or 
empty area in the center of vi- 
sion. AMD risk is highest among 
Caucasians ages 65-74, and 
women tend to be at risk more 
than men. 

Cataracts are caused by chemi- 
cal changes in the lens, which 
cloud all, or part of the clear lens 
within the eye. It is a major cause 


of vision loss. Symptoms include 
blurred or hazy vision, the ap- 
pearance of spots in front of the 
eyes and increased sensitivity to 
glare or the sensation of having a 
film over the eye. According to re- 
searchers at the Mayo Clinic, 
smoking and ultraviolet light 
play a role in cataract develop- 
ment. Fortunately, 95 percent of 
people who have cataracts re- 
moved have better vision. 

Diabetic retinopathy weakens 
and causes changes in the small 
blood vessels that nourish the 
eyes. Early symptoms are blurred 
vision, cloudiness of vision, blind 
spots or floaters, but some people 
experience no symptoms. An an- 
nual dilated exam can detect 
changes in the retina or optic 
nerve. Early detection and treat- 
ment reduces the chances of vi- 
sion loss. 

Glaucoma is the leading cause 
of blindness in the United States 
and occurs due to the buildup of 
pressure in the eye, which dam- 
ages nerve fibers, the optic nerve 
and blood vessels in the eye. It de- 
velops gradually and painlessly 
in the most common cases. People 
over 40 and those with a family 
history of glaucoma should be 
checked for it annually. If de- 
tected early it can be controlled, 
but undetected it can lead to per- 
manent vision loss. 

Eating healthy foods can help 


you lower your risk of developing 
eye diseases. Antioxidants like 
Vitamin C, Vitamin E, and Vita- 
min A can help prevent cataracts, 
age related macular degenera- 
tion, and other eye diseases. 
Fresh fruits and vegetables are 
the best sources, but you may also 
take supplements. Liver, eggs, 
carrots and spinach are good 
sources of Vitamin A. Oranges, 
green peppers, strawberries,

broccoli and sweet potatoes have 
lots of Vitamin C. Some of the 
best sources of Vitamin E are 
green leafy vegetables, nuts, and 
fortified products like cereal. 

If you are concerned you aren’t 
getting enough vitamins through 
food, several manufacturers offer 
supplements formulated for eye 
health. They are available with- 
out a prescription and contain ad- 
ditional ingredients like lutein, 


bilberry, zinc, selenium and B vi- 
tamins in addition to Vitamins A, 
Cand E. You may want to discuss 
with your optometrist or ophthal- 
mologist which brand of eye vita- 
mins he or she recommends for 
your specific needs.

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iPad minis Enhance Education at East Jordan Schools

East Jordan schools have 
jumped on the digital band- 
wagon, as iPad minis were 
placed into the hands of every 
student this February. With a slo- 
gan developed by high school stu- 
dent Parker McNitt, “iPad — 
iCame, iLearned, iConquered,” 
East Jordan students and staff 
are well onto their way of mak- 
ing these words a reality. 

With a 1:1 student to iPad ratio, 
every student from kindergarten 
through 12th grade has been out- 
fitted with an iPad mini, many of 
which have also received protec- 
tive cases and Bluetooth key- 
boards. 

Superintendent Jon Hoover 
says this will put students ona 
more equal learning-capacity 
playing field. 

“Each student, if they apply 
themself, will have the same ve- 
hicle to learn with as each of 
their classmates,” said Hoover. 
“,.And that is critical both in the 
emotional and actual application 
of the learning process.” 

Initially 770 iPad minis were 
approved for purchase at a cost of 
$268,000 in December for the ele- 
mentary, middle, and high 
schools. At the end of January, 
another 181 iPad minis were pur- 
chased for the elementary school, 
bringing the total to 951 devices. 

The cost of the iPads was cov- 
ered through a $1.5 million tech- 
nology bond that was approved 


by East Jordan voters in May 
2011. Other purchases the school 
has made over the last year with 
these funds include new comput- 
ers, projectors and screens, 
sound systems, and wireless In- 
ternet throughout the three 
schools. 

“Too often, we forget to ensure 
that learning, for both our stu- 
dents and our staff, should be 
fun! Hoover said. 

And fun is one thing that the 
new tablets are not in short sup- 
ply of. Equipped with a handful 
of pre-installed applications, stu- 
dents can explore a virtual li- 
brary using iBooks, conduct 
online researches using Safari, 
and explore music using iTunes. 
Students can also create movies 
and music using iMovie and 
GarageBand, as well as dynamic 
documents, presentations, and 
spreadsheets using Pages, 
Keynote, and Numbers. Addi- 
tional apps that are approved by 
administration will be wirelessly 
pushed out by the school at grade 
level or by teacher. Once down- 
loaded, the Internet is not needed 
to run the applications. 

The iPads offer a hands-on ex- 
perience that creates an engag- 
ing, invigorating, and inspiring 
environment. 

For the struggling student, the 
iPad can be used as an interven- 
tion tool, said kindergartner 
teacher Mary Anderson. And for 
the advanced student, the iPad 
can be used as a way to extend in- 


rac

struction. 
This allows for a more cus- 


tomizable education for students. 


Teachers can tailor a student’s 
learning ability and set time 
frames based on the student’s 
personal needs. 

But the benefits of the iPads 
will not only be felt during the 
school day; they can also be felt 
at home. With parent permission 
and a $20 deposit, students are 
able to take their iPads home for 


use. 
And for high school students, 
they have the additional option 


to take advantage of a newly re- 


designed cafeteria/commons 
area from 7 a.m. until 8 p.m. 
every weekday. This renovated 


space, complete with booth seat- 


ing and a café-esque environ- 
ment, offers students a place to 
access free wireless Internet 
with their iPads, allowing stu- 


dents the chance to come, learn, 


and conquer. 

“T, along with my staff,” said 
Hoover, “want the best for [stu- 
dents] in all things, and we be- 
lieve strongly that this 
technology will allow them to ac- 
celerate their learning capacity 
and increase their cognitive 
growth. At East Jordan Schools 
we refuse to teach to the lowest 
common denominator...the 
iPads are just part of that effort.”

clover, or shamrock, to sym- 
bolize the concept of the 
holy trinity in his ministry. 
St. Patrick is believed to 
have passed away on March 
17th in the year 461 AD, and 
thus it is on the occasion of 
his death that St. Patrick’s 
Day is celebrated each year. 

Among the many legends 
attributed to St. Patrick is 
that he drove snakes out of 
Ireland, an act refuted by 
modern science. However, 
it’s the fabled four-leaf 
clover, also known as a 
shamrock, which has put 
much of the green into St. 
Patrick’s Day over the years. 

The image of the precious 
shamrock was widely popu- 
larized to baby boomers in 
America by “Lucky the Lep- 
rechaun,” who first ap- 
peared on children’s cereal 
boxes back in 1963. Children 
pursued Lucky who 
lamented they were “always 
after me Lucky Charms,” a 
sugar and grain version of 
his pot o gold; consisting of 
“magically delicious” stars, 
moons, hearts and especially 
hard to find green clovers, or 
shamrocks 

Now there never was an 
actual “Shamrock plant,” it 
is a word with roots in the 
Irish “seamrog” which 
means “little clover.” Clover 
there is plenty of, with hun- 
dreds of varieties, though 
the true “Trish Shamrock” as 
identified by Nathaniel Col- 
gan in the late 1800’s, is the 
Trifolium repens, a creeping 
White Clover.

Well no, the flower is 
white, but the familiar leaf 
is as green as the Emerald 
Isle itself. This particular 
species was held in high es- 
teem by the early Celts of 
Wales, and represented a 
charm against evil spirits. 
Three-leaf shamrocks from 
St. Patrick’s times have 
sprouted into the lucky four- 
leaf clover variety much 
sought after today. They are 
considered a symbol of good 
luck and good fortune that 
according to some estimates 
can be found only once 
among 10,000 of the regular 
three-leaf brand choking off 
the grass in many a lawn. 

Blue is another color in St. 
Patrick’s lore. According to 
legend, St. Patrick preferred 
blue as the color of his vest- 
ments. Green actually didn’t 
become associated with St. 
Patrick’s Day until the 19th 
century. In early Ireland, 
green was the imagined 
color of fairies and immor- 
tals, and was used by farm- 
ers to encourage crops to 
grow. 

Today, green is every- 
where on St. Patrick’s Day. 
We have green beer, green 
hair, green water in the 
Chicago River, green cloth- 
ing worn somewhere on the 
body to keep from getting 
pinched, and of course, 
green shamrocks. 

So grab some green and 
enjoy the luck of the Irish 
this St. Patrick’s Day. As one 
popular Irish saying pro- 
claims: ‘Anyone acquainted 
with Ireland knows that St. 
Patrick’s Day consists of the 
night of the seventeenth of 
March flavored strongly 
with the morning of the 
eighteenth.’
